OTTAWA (CUP) - Secretary of 
State John Roberts says he is 
"very skeptical" that the Que- 
ec government will deliver its 
omise to provide free educu- 
n for that province's unlversl- 
students. 

Roberts made the comment 
ring an Interview with repre- 
ntatlves of the National Un- 
n of Students for its publlca- 
on, the Student Advocate. 
Roberts also told NUS that 
le federal government won't 
pushing for free university 
ucatlon In Canada. 
"If Quebec wants to provide 
free education for its university 
students it's within their Jurlsr 
diction to do so. I must say I'll 
believe it when I see It," 
•Roberts said. "I'm very skepti- 
cal that they will deliver on 
such a promise. But I hesitate 
to prejudge them. 

"My own feeling is that it is 
not the federal government who 
will be pushing for free univer- 
sity education across the coun- 
try for two basic reasons. One 
is that it Is difficult for us to see 
In the development of the 
economy where the resources 
are going to come to finance 
that. 

"And secondly, since tax 
funds are scarce resources 
there Is a question of the 
Justice of using the funds of

taxpayers to confer a benefit on 
people who will be better 
placed to repay that benefit and 
who will, under free education, 
be under no obligation to do 
so." 

Quebec Education Minister 
Jacques-Yvan Morin told repre- 
sentatives of l'Association na- 
nationale des étudiants du 
Québec (ANEQ) at a January 25 
meeting that student demands 
for free tuition at the province's 
seven universities would not be 
realized before the end of his 
present mandate. 

However, Morin promised 
ANEQ that he would defend the 
proposal — estimated to cost 
î $50 million a year — before the 
provincial cabinet. Free tuition 
is part of the Parti Québécois' 
platform. 

Although Roberts told- NUS 
that the federal government 
doesn't know where the re- 
sources would come ot finance 
free education, he also claimed 
during the same interview that 
provinces are capable of provi- 
ding free education. : 

"What we have In effect done 
Is not so much providing 
funding for the provinces; what 
we are doing Is providing them 
with access to tax resources 
and what they do with that ac- 
cess Is their business. 

"So what we really have been 
saying is the provinces no 
longer have an excuse for not 
providing the educational ser- 
vices which their citizens de- 
mand, no longer have an ex- 
cuse framed in terms of 'we 
can't get the money to do It.' 
We will glvë you the room to do 
and you can no longer say to 
your citizens that It is financial 
restraint that holds you back," 
Roberts said.

Summer looks bleak 



OTTAWA (CUP) - The federal 
government's summer youth 
employment program has been 
unveiled and despite public 
outcry over last summer's crisis 
jobless levels, the only thing 
that's changed Is the name. 

The Canada Summer Youth 
Employment Program, an- 
nounced February 1 by Employ- 
ment Minister Bud Cullen, will 



create the same 60,000 direct 
jobs the government created 
last year, and cost for the 
program will increase only $1.2 
million to 96.2 million. 

Unemployment has risen 17 
per cent over the period.

College elects McGillite

Dr. Douglas G. Cameron, 
Chairperson of Medicine at 
McGill and Physiclan-in-Chief 
at the Montreal General Hospi- 
tal has been elected President 
of the 17,000-member . Royal 
College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Canada. The Royal 
College's main function Is to 
.administer exams which certify 
post-graduate doctors to prac- 
tice medical specialities such 
as psychiatry, surgery, gynecol- 
ogy and proctology. 



"The Royal College of Physi- 
cians and Surgeons of Canada 
is a unifying force in this 
far-flung diverse country," says 
Dr. Cameron. We attempt to set 
a standard of excellence among 
specialists." The College audits 
rigourously postgraduate medi- 
cal programmes and constantly 
updates its exams. 

The College also keeps the 
older members abreast of recent 
advances in the health sci- 
ences. Dr. Cameron will pay 



special attention to this part of 
his duties, in addition, he says, 
"Increasing attention will be 
paid to the linguistic and 
regional needs of the country. 
This Is in keeping with our past 
practice." The College has been 
administering bilingual exams 
for 25 years. 

"The College is looked upon 
with admiration and respect 
throughout the civilized world," 
says Dr. Cameron. "And I Intend 
to maintain that tradition."

crease of 15,000 over 1977. But 
an employment ministry 
spokesperson was unable to 
account for the Increase. 

The spokesperson also ad- 
mitted February 2 that at least 
40,000 Jobs had been counted 
twice In Cullen's announce- 
ment. Many of the government- 
created jobs will be placed 
through the manpower centres, 
and therefore are Included In 
the 250,000 placement figure. 

Half the government-created 
jobs are generated by the 
Young Canada Works program. • 
The National Union of Students 
has demanded 80,000 more 
YCW jobs to prevent a recur- 
rence of last summer's crisis, 
In which 165,000 students were 
without work. 

NUS also demands that the 
principle of massive direct job 
creation be extended to general 
unemployment. But Cullen has 
insisted that the government 
must rely on the private sector 
to create employment. 

"At least 200,000 students 
can expect a jobless summer — 
when they look for work there • 
will be nothing from either the 
private sector or government," 
says NUS executive-secretary 
Dan O'Connor. 

Cullen downplayed compari- 
sons with last year in his 
announcement, preferring to 
dwell on his appeal to busi- 
ness. "Despite this major pro- 
gram, we are still relying on the 
private sector to provide the 
largest number of summer Jobs 
for students."
